Greetings from South Africa! 


The Lord has been wonderful to us, especially during 
these past few weeks. During the month of April, we at- 
tended one of the best camp meetings ever for South Af- 
rica. AS many as 3,500 attended some of the services. 
(This was the European or white people’s convention.) 
This is a notable percentage when the European mem- 
bership is only approximately 6,000. 

Immediately following the European convention, we at- 
tended the native conference which was also well attend- 
ed. Since the amalgamation of the Church of God and 
the Full Gospel Church in this country, God has blessed 
this Church abundantly, and within the three years it 
has doubled its membership which is now over 46,000. 

After our arrival in South Africa this time, it was 
agreed that we take the Superintendency of the native 
work in the Orange Free State, and open up new works in 
the gold fields, which would have been ideal from the 
natural standpoint. The family would have stayed settled 
at Kroonstad, where the girls could be in the public school 
and enjoy many modern conveniences. However, after 
serious consideration and prayer, Sister Mooneyham and 
I felt that we had rather go to the less fortunate. We felt 
that there were others who would do this type of work 
that would not go to the more remote sections. Our plans 
now are to go into Northern Rhodesia and open a new 
mission. In connection with the regular evangelistic side 
of missionary work, we plan to establish a boys’ training 
school—academic and handcraft, with a special emphasis 
on ministerial training. There will also be a primary day 
school. 


On May 21 Brother Saayman and I went to the Matibi . 


Mission in Southern Rhodesia, where Brother du Plooy has 
a girls’ missionary and handcraft training college, for a 
Central African Conference. It was a great spiritual feast. 
Native pastors and superintendents from many parts of 
Central Africa were there: Southern Rhodesia, Northern

1 John 2:16, 17, “For all that is in the world, the lust 
of the flesh, and the lust of the eyes, and the pride of 
life, is not of the Father, but is of the world. And the 
world PASSETH AWAY, and the lust thereof: but he 
that doeth the will of God abideth for ever.” 

ITH COMPASSION in every syllable of his let- 
W/ ter, the beloved apostle John opens his precious 

epistle with an irrefutable testimony that he 
had actually seen the Christ, had walked with Him, 
talked with Him, and had even experienced the ineffable 
ecstasy of handling Him. Now, as a natural consequence 
of such glorious relationship, he is desiring to share Him 
and His joy with every sinful soul, for he moves on in his 
letter to assert that He is the Forgiver of sins, the Advo- 
cate with the Father, and the only Propitiation for our 
iniquities. Little wonder this apostle is called the “beloved 
John,” for the casual reader can notice at a glance the 
Christlike humility couched in his expressions; such as, 
“And these things write we unto you, that your joy may 
be full,” and “If we say we have not sinned, we make 
Him a liar, and His Word is not in us,” and then again, 
“My little children,” and “Brethren, I write no new com- 
mandment unto you,” “Beloved,” and so on. He was an 
unassuming apostle, condescending in his preaching and 
writing to the level of those, his auditors, as did Ezekiel 
of old who said, “I sat where they sat.” 

Then John comes to the very pith of his epistle, and 
makes bare the intent of it all by saying, in essence, 
“Ye busy ones, scurrying madly here and there, forgetful 
of the world that is to come, won’t you please stop this 
insanity and think on this: The world passeth away, and 
the lust thereof: but he that doeth the will of God abid- 
eth forever.” 

John must have been standing on the busy streets of 
Jerusalem, or Corinth, or Ephesus, or Athens, or any oth- 
er booming metropolis of his day, watching the surging 
masses of humanity pushing, shoving, elbowing, stum- 
bling through the crowded avenues, hurrying, hasten- 
ing, hustling—but, he thought, “WHERE TO?” Then, 
perhaps moved upon by the Holy Ghost, he felt like 
screaming to the top of his lungs, “Why all this rush, 
this mad scramble, this hustle-bustle, when, in actuality, 
all those shuffling feet are unconsciously racing toward 
a tomb!” Such a scene is enough to rend the heart of 
every conscientious preacher of the gospel, to set his 
mind to reeling, and his tongue to heralding words of 

ely admonition. Every God-called, God-fearing min- 
@: has shared, times without number, John’s passion 
warn the blinded, pleasure-seeking multitudes that 
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their forgotten destination is the blazing bar of God’s 
eternal judgment! 

Turning to the text before us, without further elabora- 
tion, notice the Apostle spoke of the evanescence of this 
“world!” The indication is emphatic enough that there 
is an other world or perhaps other worlds. But the 
thought runs deeper than that. He could not have been 
referring to this “physical universe” with all its starry 
planets, its constellations, its galaxies, moons, suns, me- 
teors, and so forth. That is the “upper world,” and such 
could not possess the various “lusts” that were mentioned 
as belonging to this world. 

Further, he could not have been alluding to this “ma- 
terial world,”—this “terra firma,” this “good earth” on 
which we mortals reside—for as conclusive proof that he 
had not our “globe” in mind, simply peruse the writings 
of all the apostles. Absolutely nowhere do you find even 
a casual mention of the earth’s ravishing beauty, despite 
the fact that they traveled extensively and had observed 
the most breath-taking scenes of the then-known world. 
They said nothing of the babbling brooks, the laughing 
rivers, the rolling oceans, the snow-crowned mountain 
peaks, the multi-colored forests, the boisterous cataracts, 
the bounding deer, or even of the ornately-embellished 
palaces of kings. 

They visited the major cities with all their towering 
buildings, spires, steeples, and imposing cathedrals, but 
were so unimpressed they gave not so much as a smat- 
tering of description. A lover of natural beauty and pic- 
turesque scenery would perhaps wonder how such in- 
telligent travelers could stand uninspired in the midst of 
such rapturous surroundings. Here is the secret—they 
had FALLEN OUT with this world, therefore, the world 
had lost its attraction for them. The same principle is 
present when earthly lovers become peeved, insulted, or 
offended. Somehow their former lover just doesn’t ap- 
pear quite as charming and not near as. graceful as she 
did when their desires and their affections were in har- 
monious accord. Every “child of the second birth” has ex- 
periencei a similar reaction, for they have become na- 
turalized for another world called “heaven,” and since 
that hour this world has lost its charm. 


IF JOHN referred neither to the swirling 
planets, nor to the only world we know anything about, 
you might appropriately ask, “Just what did he have in 
mind?” It is simply this—he was speaking of the world 
of men with all their desires, their passions, their pro- 
clivities, their ambitions, their aspirations, and their pos- 
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sessions. Oh yes, the apostles knew that those heavenly 
bodies, moving in their distant whirl with inconceivable 
velocity, would melt with fervent heat when the heavens 
are rolled up like a scroll and thrown into the refuse as 
a worn-out garment. They had been further enlightened 
as to God’s inexorable plans concerning the final disposi- 
tion of this earth—that it would burn like tinder in that 
last great conflagration. They knew that MAN IS ETER- 
NAL! That Man is fearfully and wonderfully designed 
to live somewhere as long as God lives! That being too 
shockingly true, and, “knowing therefore the terror of 
the Lord,” the apostles did all they could to “persuade 
men” to let go their clutching grasp on this world, and 
to dress their souls in the habiliments of holiness in prep- 
aration for the next world. 

Being keenly cognizant of this world’s sinfulness and 
its damning allurements, the Apostle warns that the 
“lust of the flesh” shall perish. This should be of the 
greatest concern to all men—for all are flesh, and, be- 
ing so, have felt the cravings and the yearnings of the 
body of flesh. The apostle James, prompted by Divine di- 
rection, warns that “when lust hath conceived, it bringeth 
forth sin: and sin, when it is finished, bringeth forth 
death.” In essence, he is saying, “Lust, when conceived, 
dies! Lust kills itself! Lust carries out its desires, reaches 
its goal, completes its devilish mission, and then expires! 
Lust stings itself to death. Lust wears itself out. Lust 
gradually perishes with each indulgence!” Yet, despite 
its transitoriness, there are hordes of people who live only 
for the sensual gratification of the flesh. We pet, pam- 
per, and philander these crumbling tabernacles of clay, 
even to the extent of blighting the soul’s happiness in 
the endless ages of that world beyond the dark veil. There 
are men that will foolishly push their old frames up to 
a bar and guzzle them full of ungodly intoxicants, all 
the while drowning that poor inner man. Driven by the 
dictates of the flesh, they take their bodies to houses of 
ill-repute, setting afire the evil passions, and burning up 
their souls. Oh, my God, what madness! What utter fol- 
ly! It is nothing short of sheer insanity! 


IT WAS MY PRIVILEGE a few days ago to 
witness the horrid spectacle of cremation—to view and 
handle the charred remains of a woman’s body that had 
been burned the preceding day. What a ghastly sight! 
Ashes, half-burned bones, grinning skull—all of which 
made less than a gallon bucketful, including the ashes of 
the casket! When these eyes had beheld the unsightly 
scene until they could stand no more, and this heart 
sank and sickened as it observed the futile, bitter end of 
all flesh, the eternal soul that dwells as a prisoner in 
this disintegrating lump of earth trembled mightily and, 
having seen the insecurity of its habitation made mani- 
fest, it longed to touch its God. The Psalmist described 
the feeling as, “Deep calleth unto deep at the noise of 
Thy waterspouts”—the soul reaching toward its Maker! 
As soon as I got alone, I turned my face toward the 
fleecy clouds and groaned this little prayer: “Oh God, 
what fools we mortals be! What silly children we be- 
come! I pray that from this day forth, you will enable 
me to never grumble or complain about the pains, the 
weariness, and the stubbornness of this old flesh, but 
may it be thrust into the Master’s service with such as- 
siduousness and such ardor that when its roof comes 
crashing in, and I, exulting and triumphant, step out, 
grant that these spiritual eyes can look down at the dis- 
carded heap of clay and bones, exclaiming, ‘I wore you 
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out in the service of the Lord! I gave you no rest! I re- 
fused to listen to your complaints or to give vent to your 
ungodly inclinations, and now—I have the mastery over 
you!’” May God grant this to be true with every mortal. 


DD YOU KNOW that the flesh of the Chris- 
tian has the same reaction as that of the sinner, when 
placed under the same circumstances? It will sting when 
burned, crawl when frightened, quake when chilled, flush 
when embarrassed, tire when overworked, tingle when 
thrilled, and convulse when tempted. Salvation does not 
dehumanize an individual—it intensifies their senses, 
making them more human. Yes, the Christians have ap- 
petites and desires of the flesh that are identical to those 
of the worldling. The difference in their actions is the 
fact that the Christian has been enlightened as to the 
ultimate end of all things, and has concluded that it is 
not only prudent, but absolutely mandatory to “bring 
the body under subjection,” to “crucify the flesh and the 
lusts thereof,” and to subjugate the carnal flesh to the 
control of the spiritual. It is the hope of heaven, the 
fruition of all his fondest dreams, that causes him to lay 
aside the world and its charms, “for every man that hath 
this hope in him purifieth himself, even as he is pure.” 
Such hope has become an “anchor of the soul, steadfast 
and sure.” Legions of pilgrims would have leaped into the 
abyss of eternal blackness had it not have been for the 
blessed anchoring hope of final and consummate deliv- 
erance from this terrific struggle. No, the flesh does not 
lose its hunger, just as the child does not lose its desires 
when it is weaned from the breast; but, like the child, 
the soul’s diet is changed. The diet now is entirely dif- 
ferent. Every true Christian has been weaned from the 
earthly and is made to desire the heavenly. 

Oh, how this flesh torments the righteous soul! Just at 
the time it is desiring to meditate on holy things, the 
tempting sight of a worldly attraction immediately pulls 
the soul’s mind from the celestial and plunges it to the 
infernal. How many souls in futile effort to reach above 
the terrestrial and feed on angels’ manna have repeated 
the Lord’s confession of internal combat, “The Spirit in- 
deed is willing, but the flesh is weak,” as well as Paul’s 
“When we would do good, evil is always present.” There 
must, therefore, be a warfare waged between the flesh 
and the spirit. God being our Helper, we must conquer 
the body. We must strangle the cravings of the lower 
nature, and rise triumphantly into the glorious victory 
of the sanctified. Don’t underestimate the task, my 
friend, for it is not to be achieved with anything less 
than all your strength. 

It has been a blessed consolation to my afflicted soul 
as it passed through the deep valley of temptation to re- 
member that the “lust of the flesh” passes away. When 
the hot winds of passion blow vehemently against the 
prow of your earthly vessel of clay, trying their utmost 
to turn you from your heaven-bound course, drop an- 
chor in this, fellow pilgrim, these ill winds can not con- 
tinue always. They will soon be spent, the raging storm 
will dissipate, and peace again will be yours. But when 
that tantalizing allurement troubles you, and you feel 
you must have possession of that glittering attraction, it 
will somehow miraculously cool the fever of your boiling 
blood to stop for a second and take a long perspective 
of it. 

Picture on the walls of your imagination that seduc- 
tive tormentor as it will appear when both of you hav 
grown old. Count those wrinkles across its brow; notice 
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that its golden locks are now a dull grey and have 
somehow lost their bucyancy. Oh, how the lustre of the 
eye has given place to a dull, languid gaze; even the 
sprightly step has now slowed to a faltering, stumbling 
hobble. The curves have flattened, the lungs are sunken 
and gasping, and the graceful hand is now palsied, 
gnarled, and wrinkled. Look long at it, tempted soul! 
Now, let’s be reasonable about the matter—does not the 
lust of the flesh perish? Do the fires of passion burn 
forever? Be honest with yourself and with God—would 
it not be far more sensible and far more profitable to 
consume that fleshly energy in the Master’s employ- 
ment? 

How remorseful will be the retrospective reflections of 
your last days on this earth when memory pours forth 
her buried treasures, and dangles before you your profli- 
gacy, your illicit affairs, and your hideous transgres- 
sions. The sown seeds of lewdness and wantonness in- 
variably yield a harvest of restless nights, with dreams 
terrified with compunctious visitations of reprimanding 
nightmares. When the lights are out, and all is quiet, the 
skeletons of clandestine sins come stalking out of the 
closets of the heart, wringing tears of agony and con- 
demnation from the sleepless eyes of the transgressor. 

There is an accursed song, currently popular with the 
world, which so graphically manifests the beclouded 
thinking of this world, for its theme is “I’ll hate myself 
in the morning, but I’m going to have fun tonight!” That 
is precisely the way this generation of reprobates is 
thinking, too! But, oh, how their hearts would shudder 
with horror if they knew the truth of their song. Be not 
deceived, wayward one, you will, for a certainty, HATE 
YOURSELF IN THE MORNING OF GOD’S JUDGMENT 
DAY! Rejoicing with you is but for tonight, but bitter 
weeping cometh in the morning. But with the child of 
God who suppresses his base inclinations and lays his 
body as a living sacrifice on the altar of God, “weeping 
may endure for a night, BUT JOY COMETH IN THE 
MORNING!” The day will arrive, all too soon perhaps, 
in the lives of both the saint and the sinner when these 
bodies shall have grown old, exhausted, passionless, and 
almost bloodless, and then—whose heart shall rejoice? 
Think it over, ye rebels! 


THE APOSTLE continues in his dynamic ser- 
monizing to state that the “lust of the eyes” shall pass 
away. This has no. other interpretation than the lust 
of the eyes for earthly possessions; for it is the eye that 
enables one to evaluate the things of the world. It is the 
eye that dictates to a man’s mind and heart the beauty 
and the stateliness of this world’s wares. It is the eye 
that says, “Take heed, covetous soul, that is a beautiful 
house; that is a lovely automobile; those rolling hills and 
pasture lands on that farm are valuable and worthy to 
be desired.” Yes, it is the eye that whispers, “Listen, my 
heart, there is something to lust after.” Without the eye, 
the heart would be.unable to envy his neighbor’s house, 
for it would have no idea of what his friend’s possessions 
looked like, and consequently what they were worth. The 
blind man does not experience this “lust of the eyes,” 
therefore, is indirectly blessed in abundance. 

The gory tales of tragedies, murders, divorces, suicides, 
and bloodshed among the rich testify to the world that 
even the lust of the eyes pass away; for after they have 
amassed their gain and have securely deposited all their 
deeds behind locked doors somewhere, there lurks an in- 
satiable hunger, gnawing at their bosoms. It has been 
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said that the first house a man builds is to him the big- 
gest and the prettiest of any he might build or acquire 
after that time. By the same token, my honest convic- 
tion is that a person’s gratification is greater when he 
has watched his bank account grow to the first thousand 
dollars than it is when it has reached the million-dollar 
mark. With the first thousand, he is not worrying about 
thieves, plunderers, blackmailers, extortionists, interests, 
taxes, depressions, financial recessions, or any of the 
countless, harrowing reverses that are concomitant with 
excessive riches. Oh, will we ever learn that there is joy 
and contentment in the breast of a man who “seeks first 
the kingdom of God and his righteousness” for in so do- 
ing, “all these (material) things shall be added unto 
him.” 

Endeavoring to satisfy the lust of the heart with the 
mere acquisition of houses and lands is tantamount to 
attempting the quenching of one’s thirst with brine. One 
possession gained spurs the owner to grasp another, and 
then another, and still another, until the “law of suc- 
cessive returns” diminishes the thrill of his gain so that 
with each addition the pleasure is somewhat less than 
the former. There you have it—the lust of the eyes pass 
away! 

The Apostle knew that every building, every temple, 
every magnificent structure of man would be burned up 
in that last great conflagration, when God’s hour to 
renovate the earth shall have arrived. The proud wom- 
an’s rags she thought so beautiful will rustle no more, 
but rather will disappear with the first swish of the 
flame. The independence that damned the soul of yon- 
der rich farmer shall suddenly be swept away when that 
mammoth, over-filled barn crackles as tinder in that 
awful blaze. The ungodly actors that have caricatured 
our “old-time religion” in their hellish performances will 
be unable to make a curtain call, for the last curtain 
that shall fall that night will be one of lurid, leaping, 
ravaging flames that shall cause pandemonium to break 
loose in the terrified audiences, as they, screaming and 
suffocating, scurry to escape the crashing walls. Yes, 
that sleek limousine shall melt like ice, and those glitter- 
ing jewels will run like water in that incalculable heat. 
God’s day is a-coming! It is nearer than we first be- 
lieved! Every swing of the pendulum of the Master Cre- 
ator’s clock draws us nearer the great and terrible and 
notable day of the Lord! 

Last, John states that the “pride of life” shall pass 
away. This has been interpreted to mean either the pride 
of power or the pride of knowledge. In either case, each 
shall vanish, as do all the other lusts of this life. One 
may rise to the seat of authority, and might even wield 
the scepter of dominion over the lives of millions of 
earth-bound mortals, but the day will soon dawn when 
his hand shall let go the scepter, his crown shall topple 
from his haughty head, and his proud foot shall stumble, 
plummeting him into a grave! All paths of life converge 
at the same level—the tomb! Or, it might be that the 
eager student may apply himself and acquire an educa- 
tion that would justifiably seat him among the learned 
elders of the land, before whom men obsequiously bow. 
But, know ye not that the day will come when diplomas, 
sheepskins, caps and gowns, and all the honorable and 
coveted degrees will avail nothing—when the naked soul 
is summoned to judgment? In that dread hour the issue 
will not be, “How much knowledge have you obtained, or

paign are the teachers and officers. Enthusiasm 

and zeal must first be instilled in them before the 
program can be effective. This can be effected only by 
the proper presentation of the matter at a workers’ 
meeting. When the staff becomes interested, the enthusi- 
asm spreads throughout the entire school. It is difficult 
to launch any program if you cannot inspire your lead- 
ers. This is especially true in operating a contest. A disci- 
ple will seldom go beyond his master in progress or learn- 
ing. He must be led. 

After the staff is inspired, appoint and organize com- 
mittees. Before the committees can get off to a good 
start, the people have to be informed, therefore, the pub- 
licity committee will have to start its work early. You 
possibly will need five or six committees which will inte- 
grate the program and work hand in hand. For example, 
the visitation committee will desire information from the 
publicity cemmittee to pass along to those whom it visits. 
Appoint a photographer as a member of the publicity 
committee. Send in announcements, pictures, and news 
items to your local newspaper throughout the contest. 
This helps to keep public interest running high. 

Keep samples of all advertising, promotional pieces, 
and pictures for your church files, also, to include in 
your scrapbook to be sent with your final report to the 
national office. 


IN ORDER for the publicity committee to 
receive needed information, the Sunday School staff 
should work out a calendar of events for the entire six 
Sundays. This will give them a goal to which they can 
work. “He who in this world would rise must either burst 
or advertise.” Use every means of publicity available— 
banners, posters, newspapers, letters, cards, church bul- 
letins, radio programs, personal invitations, placards on 
streetcars and buses, buttons, arm bands, imprinted bal- 
loons, telephone calls, or a booth on the main street in 
your city on Saturdays. Remember, in order to maintain 
interest, there should be a Sunday-to-Sunday report of 
the progress. Have a press photographer to take some 
pictures; request the editor to give an editorial on your 
contest. 

Apart from the publicity committee, you should have 
a finance cemmittee, welcome committee, transportation 
committee, visitation committee, and a committee of 
records. 

Our department is not interested in spasmodic growth, 
but it is our desire that sound, consistent planning and 
follow-up of this contest will net us stable gains. 


Are You Ready for the Contest? 


In your preliminary planning, some things that are 
essential to growth and enlargement must be recognized. 
In order to determine who is your responsibility, a re- 


bh? HE KEY PERSONS in any school project or cam- 


ligious census is essentiak ‘You may say, “We took a cen# 
sus last year.” I recommend that a census be taken an- 
nually by every church, and in some defense areas a 
semiannual census would prove beneficial. 

Determine the territory your church can reach and 
then assign teams to the different sections with census 
cards and contest and church announcements.* A re- - 
ligious census serves to determine your responsibility 
without the church, but what about the nonattendance 
of the families who belong to the church? This will re- 
quire a church family census. How many families belong 
to the church whose relatives do not attend? How many 
mothers and fathers who belong to your church have 
sons and daughters who are wayward and lost? How 
many children belong to your church whose parents are 
non-Christians, but who are sympathetic toward the 
church? Here is a ripe field for expansion, and a door 
has been opened into those homes in that a member of 
the family is affiliated with the church. You cannot 
benefit from a census unless there is a follow-up pro- 
gram of visitation. Records are worthless unless you use 
them. When the house to house canvassing is completed, 
the work has just begun. It is then and only then that 
you can determine your field of responsibility. 


Enlarge Your Organization 


Is your present organization adequate to hold an in- 
crease attendance? The following statement might seem 
strange, but in Sunday School work you multiply by di- 
vision. Just as Christ divided the fishes and loaves and 
they multiplied to feed the multitude, we will be able to 
reach and maintain a larger attendance if we divide our 
classes and start new departments. In a lecture given by 
Dr. Warren Filkin, he gave five tested principles of Sun- 
day School growth: 


‘1. “Glasses tend to reach their maximum goal or satur- 
ation point in eighteen to twenty-four months. 

2. The most substantial growth comes in the new class- 
es. 

3. New classes help existing classes to grow in enroll- 
ment and attendance. 

4. The enrollment increases in direct proportion to the 
number of workers at about the ratio of ten to one. 

5. Grading the entire school, including the adult de- 
partment, facilitates the starting of new classes. Re- 
sponsibility for reaching and holding prospects is 
then fixed. 


Proper Space Needed 


Numerous schools have reached their saturation point 
because of the lack of space. I firmly believe, all other 
things being equal, that, if space is provided you can 
hold your increases. They will not remain long under

TEXT: LUKE 15:4, “...GO AFTER THAT WHICH IS LOST, UNTIL HE FIND IT.” 


Christ’s attitude toward the absentee. The shep- 
herd could have contented himself by saying, “There is 
only one absent. This won’t mar my record or greatly 
affect my report. I need not be alarmed at the loss of 
one.” This attitude of complacency will soon take its toll. 
One by one they will go away until the flock has been 
reduced as a result of the indifference. Seldom do pupils 
leave the Sunday School en masse, but one by one they 
stray away if not properly followed up. Christ’s concern 
was the absent sheep, not His report of: the ninety and 
nine. 

There are three specific things to note in Christ’s atti- 
tude toward the irregular member. It was not merely a 
plan talked about in a workers’ meeting, for many plans 
never leave the talking stage. It was a deep concern that 
moved to action. It was a well-executed plan to return 
the absentee.

Go After the Lost 


This same concern should characterize every Sunday 
School worker, teacher, and class member in his attitude 
toward the absentee. 


‘THERE ARE many splendid expediences that 
can be used for returning delinquent pupils to the Sun- 
day School. Of course, we have no power of compulsion 
or truant officers as do the public schools, but many 
times a phone call is effective. Often a post card with a 
friendly appeal is adequate, and again a warm letter 
from the heart of the teacher or one of the classmates 
brings results. Although the post card method is said to 
be 10 per cent effective, letters 25 per cent, and phone 
calls 40 per cent, nothing can take the place of a heart 
to heart, face to face, personal contact to return the ab- 
sentee. GOING AFTER the lost with an impassioned plea 
and a welcoming smile is ‘irresistible. 


’ Go ... Until He Find It 


The question is asked, ‘How long shall we retain an ab- 
sent member or. how many times should one be absent 
before dropping his name from the roll?” This question 
is easily answered by Christ Himself—‘Go—until he 
find.” Whether it be twice, thrice, or many times, the 
diligent teacher, classmate, superintendent, or. pastor 
will not give up until every means has been exhausted. 
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To merely draw a line through the names on a record 
book or to erase them from the roll does not in the least 
relieve one of his responsibilities to that individual. 

Clarence Benson tells the story of a boy who regularly 
attended Sunday School. After a few absences, the teach- 
er marked “left” beside his name in the class book with- 
out any visitation. The superintendent, being alert, was 
checking the class record books when he noticed the 
word “left”? beside the boy’s name; he decided to call at 
the home. Upon arrival he found the boy in a delirium 
of fever calling his Sunday School teacher’s name. The 
superintendent, moved by the situation, wrote after the 
‘word “left” these words: “By an indifferent teacher to 
die by an accident at 1317 Elm Street.” 

I would not minimize the importance of contact 
through post cards, but after one has been sent and 
there is no response, a personal visit should be made, ere 
another card is sent. Some have incurred much resent- 
ment by persistently sending cards, even to some who 
are deceased. Of course, this is only done where a system- 
atic method of contact is not established. However, it 
does occur occasionally. 

No one should be allowed to be absent one Sunday 
without being made conscious that someone cares. Mari- 
on Lawrance said, “We lose more scholars because they 
are not looked up than all other causes combined. Our 
greatest leakage is at this point.” 


SUNDAY SCHOOLS should seek to benefit 
the irregular members. No benefit can come by dropping 
them from the roll. Then the question arises, “Why clut- 
ter our rolls with irregular members?” When names are 
dropped, relationship between the scholar and Sunday 
School class is severed. When there is the slightest chance 
of returning him, his name should remain on the roll. 
However, there are those times when names must be re- 


moved. If an individual dies; moves from the community . 


or city, or joins another Sunday School, it would justify 
removal of his name from the roli. No name should be 
dropped except by consent of the general superintendent 
or department superintendent, whichever the case may 
be. The ministry of the Sunday School is too important 
to allow names to be dropped at the whim of a class 
secretary or because of the negligence of some lazy 
teacher. 

Before many Sunday Schools can stop their fluctuat- 
ing attendance, the officers and teachers will have to ac- 
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quire a more Christlike attitude toward absentees. How 
can a teacher live with his conscience who does not es- 
teem every opportunity to help delinquent members of 
his class. 


‘TEACHERS must be impressed with the fact 
that classroom activity is only a portion of a teacher’s 
responsibility. Many times contact outside the classroom 
is a determining factor in success of the classroom ac- 
tivity. 

In small classes and up through the junior department, 
the teacher should go after his pupils. This endears the 
parents to the teacher and makes for regularity and 
more effective teaching. At times it is well to take other 
boys or girls with him. This works well, even in the jun- 
ior department. Teachers and department superintend- 
ents of the intermediates can harness their energy for 
effective follow-up. In this age bracket, the pupils and 
teacher alike should visit. 

In the young people’s and adult departments, the 
teachers should lead an envisioned class afield after the 
absentee. Jeremiah 48:10, “Cursed be he that doeth the 
work of the Lord negligently.” 

He Cometh Home ... Saying ... Rejoice With Me 

All of the toil, weariness, and time spent in search of 
the wandering sheep was eclipsed by the joy the shepherd 
experienced when he found it. Note the tenderness of 
the shepherd toward the absentee. “And when he hath 
found it, he layeth it on his shoulder, rejoicing.” Not 
only was it a source of joy to the shepherd, but also he 
felt it so important that he thought everyone should re- 
joice with him. This same attitude can be injected into 
the class by a teacher with a warm heart for souls.

crowded conditions. You can use this contest to spear- 
head the building of a new educational plant at your 
church. It has been done time and again, and now is 
your opportunity. 


Trained Workers 


Effective teaching cannot be wrought by untrained 
teachers. Most of our visitation efforts will fall fruitless 
unless our teachers are trained to present the Word of 
God attractively. You cannot enlarge and organize new 
classes without trained personnel to head these classes. 

Each church should preface the contest with a ten 
days’ teacher-training class or start a teacher-training 
class on Sunday morning during the Sunday School peri- 
od. Select a certain group of individuals from the adult 
or young peoples’ department to attend this class. If 
there is not another competent individual available, the 
pastor should teach this class. This is the answer to the 
teacher shortage of our schools. 


Pray 
(Prayer, the Forgotten Secret) 


SO MANY SCHOOLS have forgotten prayer, 
which is the secret to success. The foregoing instructions 
are merely the mechanics of Sunday School operation 
and enlargement. We must never forget that it takes 
prayer to furnish the dynamics for any program that 
the Church launches. Machinery is only beneficial when 
the current is attached to it, but machinery without the 
spark is dead—without life and motion. A twelve cylinder 
car without spark is not worth so much as a four cylinder 
car with spark, as far as pull is concerned. Likewise, I 


would encourage you to lean heavily upon prayer, and. 


even have special prayer meetings of the entire Sunday 
School staff in order to properly promote the work. Al- 
ways keep in mind “It is not by power nor by might, but 
by my spirit,” saith the Lord of hosts. This is a spiritual 
conflict in which we are engaged, and only as the Spirit 
helps us can we accomplish our desires and goals. 

Enter your church in this contest and receive the bene- 
fits that such a program offers. 





If a farmer waited until he was sure of the weather, 
he would never raise a crop.

Rhodesia, Northern Transvaal, Nyasaland, and Mozam- 
bique.. It was a joy to see their enthusiasm and hear 
their singing, testimonies, and preaching. They left with 
renewed courage and zeal to tell the message of Christ 
in their own respective territories. 

After the conference, Brother du Plooy, Brother Saay- 
man and I went to Northern Rhodesia to decide on a lo- 
cation for the new mission. We had a very enjoyable 
trip; we were gone eight days and slept out under the 
stars every night except one. One night while we were 
camping out, in the same place where we later decided to 
establish a new mission, about two o’clock in the morning 
we were awakened by drums beating about half a mile 
away. We did not know what significance the beating of 
the drums might have, because they have so many cus- 
toms and rites. So that morning we went over to see. The 
sight would have touched the heart of any Christian and 
made them want to give them the message of Christ. It 
was the puberty rites for a girl who had just come of 
age. The chief and his headman gave us a hearty welcome 
to establish a mission. Brother du Plooy is working to get 
the papers through, and he is also working on immigra- 
tion papers for us to settle in that territory. Pray with us 
that we can soon get started in that very needy field. It 
is located forty-five miles from Lusaka, the capital of 
Northern Rhodesia, eight miles from the Kafue River in 
the Kafue flats. 

While waiting here in Kroonstad, we have been doing 
deputational work among the European churches. God 
has been blessing in these mission services. People have 
consecrated their lives anew, and many have been saved. 

May God bless you in your cooperative work with us in 
spreading the GOSPEL to the thousands of unevange- 
lized in AFRICA.

The first year 
that I was home, I had seven attacks 
of malaria fever, and I thought that 
every attack would be the last one. 
My legs were stiff, and I could not lift 
anything very heavy. I was a sinner at 
this time, but I knew of God because 
I had a good mother that had taught 
me about Jesus. My dad, who was a 
Baptist minister, was conducting a re- 
vival. I went to church, gave my heart 
to the Lord, and He wonderfully saved 
me. My sister was in the Beckley Sani- 
tarium with a cavity in her left lung 
the size of a quarter. God spoke to 
her and told her to go to the Church 
of God at Beckley. She came from the 
hospital and all of us—Mother, Dad, 
my-three sisters, my wife and I—went 
to the Church of God. She told them 
that God told her to come to the 
Church of God, and-He would heal 
her. They anointed her with oil, and 
God healed her—the X-rays proved 
that. We all began to go to the 
Church of God. 

I started asking God to sanctify me 
and baptize me with the Holy Ghost. 
I had an attack of malaria fever that 
year which made me think I was go- 
ing to die. But when God baptized me 
with the Holy Ghost, He healed me 
completely. I have never had any more 
attacks of malaria. Also, my back in- 
jury was made whole, and my legs 
became limber. Oh, praise His wonder- 
ful name forever and ever! After the 
Lord baptized me with the Holy Ghost, 
He called me to preach. I was a safe- 
ty inspector for the New River Coal 
Company at Cranberry, West Virginia. 
I quit my job and went out to preach 
and pray for the sick. Malaria had 
left my eyes weak, causing me to have 
to wear glasses, and so I asked God to 
heal my eyes. He did, and, even 
though that was six years ago, it is
